HOWARD SUCCEEDS 


Gen. Von Freytag-Loring- 
hoven, Head of Supple- 
mentary General Staff, 
Says German Offensive 
Was Too Weak to Over- 
throw Allies. 


Zurich, Switzerland, September 19.— 
General Baron von Freytag-Loringho- 
ven, chief of the supplementary general 
staff of the German army, has publish- 
ed a pamphlet entitled “The Results 
of the World War,” in which he says: 

“The general political and economi- 
cal situation of the world works only 
in favor of our enemies and the Ger- 


man soldiers will be defrauded of the 
fruits of their victories.” 


The general thinks that trench war- 


fare was a great mistake and says 
that only an aggressive attack could 
have brought successes, He adds, how- 
ever, that the German offensive was 
not strong enough to overthrow the 
allies. 

The Post, of Munich, expressed the 
hope that the reasonableness of the 
general's utterances will teach the pan- 
German “who would fight to conquer 
the whole world with their mouths,” 
to estimate correctly the limitations of 
Germany's military power. The Post

Argentina Would Be Wel- 
comed in the ‘War, and 
Even Rupture of Relations 
Would Have Powerful Ef-

Buenos Aires, September 18.—The Ar- 
gentine senate, by a vote of 23 to 1, 
today declared for the breaking off 
of relations with Germany.

ACTION PLEASING 
TO WASHINGTON. 

Washington, September 19.—News - 
that the Argentine senate had voted 
overwhelmingly to sever diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany was received in 
Washington tonight with gratification 
and no little surprise. 

Officials had recognized that recent 
disclosures concerning cablegrams sent 
to Berlin by the German minister at 
Buenos Aires, through the Swedish for- 
eign office, had aggravated the situa- 
tion brought about by Germany’s sink- 
ing of Argentine ships, but it had been 
assured that with the German minister 
handed his passports no further official 
action would be taken pending receipt 
of Germany’s explanation of the mes- 
sages. 

Although it is understood the state 
department's. purpose «in Mmekineg public 
copies of the cablegrams was only to 
expose the German government's wide 
System of duplicity and intrigue, it is 
no secret that Argentine’s participation 
in the war would be welcomed. 

Even the breaking off of relations, it 
is pointed out, would have a powerful 
effect on public opinion in all South 
American countries where German in- 
fluences are known to be strong. That 
action also probably would result in 
considerable material benefit to the al- 
lies by restri@ting Argentine grain and 
meat exports to neutral countries 
through which they might find their 
way to Germany.

U. S. SOLDIER INTERNED

ort Oglethorpe, Ga., September 19.— 
sergeant Alfred Bonhaupt, Sixth United 
States infantry, has been interned at 
the prison camp here on instructions 
of the bureau of immigration following 
his discharge from the army on orders 
from the war department, on the ground 
that his sympathies for Germany pre- 
cluded the performances of his duties 
as a soldier of the republic.

Then, why not let gravity solve the coal | 


problem? 


Here in Georgia, for example, one river, | 


the Chattahoochee, between Gainesville and 
Columbus, carries, in round numbers, half 
a million potential horse-power per ten-hour 
day that is running to waste; while the 
manufactories and the railroads, from its 
source to its mouth and within gunshot of 
it, are constantly beset by a fuel crisis! 

In the Piedmont section of Georgia, Ala- 
bama and South Carolina there Ig enough 
potential water power to turn every wheel 
and run every train in the southeast, leav- 


ing enough besides to take care of normal | 


developments for years to come. 
Here we have electric power sources 


that beat the coal mines all hollow—and | 


waterfalls do not go on strikes, nor do they 
grumble for shorter hours. 

What is true of these states is equally 
true of all mountainous or elevated sections 
of the country—where water-power is run- 
ning to waste. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and Puget 
Sound Railroad company, as told in an en- 
lightening article in last Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion, has shown what can be done with 
water-power in pulling trains over great 
mountain ranges. 

If electrification 
west, it will “work” here or in any other 
section of the country; and if railroads find 
electric current profitable as power, it will 
be just as profitable for any other line of 
industry. 

The United States contains, according to 
latest estimates, something more _ than 
55,000,000 latent horse-power in its streams 
—power that is running unused to the sea— 
while millions upon millions of tons of coal 
are being consumed for the manufacture of 
power which that wasted energy could far 
better supply. 

There are two bills pending in congress 
intended to facilitate the development of 
that latent water-power. 

They ought to be passed, even as purely 
economic measures to meet normal condi- 


i tions, and in line with normal industrial 


progress; and as war measures, and to meet 
a situation that is fast becoming critical, 


some such legislation is immediately imper- 


ative. 

And if congress adjourns its present ses- 
sion without enacting some sort of legisla- 
tion to develop the nation’s dormant water- 
power supply it will be remiss to its duty, 
and asleep to a vital necessity. 

Water-power will solve the coal problem, 
if only congress will encourage it to do go.

A flag went by, guarded on either side 
by armed color-bearers. The sojers stood at 
attention and saluted. The Old Kurnel, heels 
together and head and eyes to the front, 
quickly doffed his slouch hat and stood erect 
and silent until the flag had passed. 

“Guard it well, boys,” shouted the Old 
Kurnel after the color-bearers. “And fight for 
it like the lads of the Third Regiment Geor- 
gia Volunteer Infantry did for the old con- 
federate flag, sir, in the civil war. 

“Ever see the old battle flag of this regi- 
ment down in the state capitol rotunda?

|HEALTH TALKS 


"By WILLIAM 
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EVERYBODY'S KARELLING. 

It has been strongly intimated in this 
consoling column that any individual who 
will adopt the Karell diet may reduce her 
weight (and that doesn’t exclude fat men, 
by any means) from eight to twenty pounds 
& week. Strong language? Yes. But the 
nourishment is none too strong, you will 
readily admit. 

r. Karell was an eminent Russian physi- 
clan, at one time the czar's physician. The 
Karell regimen is very simple, indeed, and 
has been Kiven in detail in this department 
before, but the interest shown ‘by letters I 
have received warrants further publication. 

Fat women invariably insist that they eat 
moderately or even have bird-like appetites; 
yet the fact remains that when placed upon a 
diet of limited caloric value t ey begin to 
reduce. 

The Karell regimen consists of from one 
to three or four days each week of rigid 
milk diet, and skimmed milk at that. The 
Culprit takes a glassful (six ounces) of 
skimmed milk at 8 a. m., 11 a. m., 2 p. m., 
v Pp. m., and 8 p. m. The milk should be 
sipped very slowly, and may be hot or cold, as 
preferred. 

Now many ladies desire to know whether 
they should buy their milk skimmed or skim 
it themselves. A little exercise is not dan- 
gerous for one on Karell diet, so it may be 
as well to skim the milk at home, and let 
Friend Husband use the cream in his morn- 
ing coffee, 

Others wish to know whether they should 
Karell On successive days or alternate days 
or how? Karell just as you please, three 
days handrunning or one day a week or 
every alternate day, or Mondays and Fri- 
days—just suit yourself and count two 
pounds lost for every day you Karell. 

Those who Karel) should keep within rea- 
sonable bounds on other days. It is better 
to fill up with the fodder foods, such as raw 
cabbage and lettuce or salads, beete, squash, 
turnips, carrots, fruits, soups, gelatin, bran 
gems, etc. 

Often the small residue of a milk diet 
causes constipation and “‘biliousness,”’ which 
may be relieved by a soapy water enema each 
day, or perhaps by eating a bran gem night 
and morning. 

Initiates ought to free their thoughts of 
the bogy of starvation, for a fat person can- 
not starve as long as there is superfluous 
fat on the frame to be burned up. 

The five glasses of skimmed milk give a 
total of, say, one quart in the day. That 
represents about 350 calories, which is little 
more than one-tenth of the fuel value of the 
diet generally consumed by a fat adult. In 
exceptional gases an extra glass or two may 
be permitted at night, or an orange or an 
apple may be eaten to tide over the long 
time between drinks. However, the strict 
milk regimen assures the best results. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Takes Too Much to Make One Pale. 

I have very red cheeks. They become 
very red when in company or nervous. A 
friend advised me to take strychnine every 
day and it would take away the color. 
wish I could be pale, but I am afraid of 
strychnine. How much could one safely take 
for this purpose? I am perfectly healthy, so 
far as I know. (W. D. M.) 

Answer—Strychnine has made lots of peo- 
ple pale for a long, long time. I suspect 
your friend has confused her poisons. The 
ignorants of ancient times, or the ancients 
of ignorant times, observed that persons with 
chronic arsenic poisoning looked very white 
and puffy or bloated; hence they assumed that 
arsenic was fine to make the complexion white 
and the flesh fat! If careful attention to diet 
and- general hygiene does not correct your 
difficulty, do not experiment with potsons. 
Perhaps some good advice as regards cloth- 
ing and diet would bring relief. 

Every Other Day. 

1. Is it ever normal] for the bowels to 
move only every second day? You spoke of 
three movements a day, yet I feel fairly well 
with movements on. alternate days only. 
2. Is once a day too often for one doing little 
work to eat meat? (C. P.) 

Answer—l. Not when on normal 
One on limited milk diet or other 
diets may require only occasional evacua- 
tions. People with autointoxication from 
stasis usually feel “fairly well’ for yvears be- 
fore they begin to have trouble. The auto- 
protective mechanism of the body copes well 
with the auto-intoxication. Depends on indi- 
vidual ductless gland integrity. perhaps. 2. 
Once a day is at least twice too often to eat 
meat, if you do little work. Three times a 
week is often enough for a heavy worker to 
eat meat, if he has a good ration.

The question of using concrete for 
this work has been discussed by 
commissioners at various times, but it 
was finally decided to resurface the 
road with asphaltic-concrete instead. 

The county has already made plans 
for beginning work on laying the as- 
phaltic-concrete paving just as soon as 
materials can be procured, but the 
shortage of cars has held up the work 
from time to time. Lack of rail fa- 
cilities is attributed to the fact that 
Camp Gordon is getting all of the 
available cars for shipment of ma- 
terials to the cantonment and it is not 
definitely Known when cars can be ob- 
tained by the county. 

The concrete materials could be ob- 
tained in the Atlanta vicinity and no 
long hauls would be necessary, so that 
work could be begun at an early 
Bhould concrete be decided upon. With 
the paving of Peachtree road with econ- 
crete such as is being used now in the 
road between College Park and East 
Point, a lasting highway which could 
take care of the heaviest traffic would 
extend north and south through the 
county from Fast Foint to Atlanta.

Brunswick, Ga., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Information has just been re- 
ceived in Brunswick from Washington 
that a company now closing a contract 
with the government for the building 
of several steel vessels, $18,000,000 be- 
ing involved in the contract, will erect 
its plant in Brunswick. Details of the 
contract have not as yet been an- 
nounced, and the name of the company 
is not given. 

Those in position to know state that 
the contract will go to Oscar Daniels 
& Co., the officials of which company 
recently came to Brunswick, closed 
contracts for a site and announced that 
active work on the big plant would 
begin as soon as a contract was closed 
with the government. Officials of the 
company have since been in Washing- 
ton, and. according to the information 
received here today, the contract with 
the shipping board will be slosed at 
once. . 

The plant of the company in this 
city will probably be the largest ship- 
building concern in the south. The 
site selected is at the terminals of 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad. 

The contract, it is understood, calls 
for the construction of twelve all-steel 
steamers, each to cost $1,500,000. The 
plans of the plant will be laid so that 
six ships can be built at the same time. 
It is also understood that this company 
will erect in the southern portion of 
the city some hundred or more houses 
for its employees.

Anxiety that the danger of killing 
frost had ohly been delayed, not avert- 
ed, took a new clutch as a result of 
forecasts of frosts tonight in the north- 
west and because of authoritative 
statements that the bulk of the crop 
in such important states as Kansas and 
Missouri would not be safe until Sep- 
tember 380. 

Seaboard speculators were said to 
have been among the leading buyers. 
Heavy selling on the upturns carried 
prices swiftly backward several times, 
but in every case the reaction failed 
to last, as the absorptive power of 
the market held out robust to the end. 
freezing weather was reported at 
Minot, N. D., and unsettled cooler con- 
ditions were indicated for a big por- 
tion of the corn belt. 

Oats fluctuated with corn, but show- 
ed less buoyancy on account of the com- 
parative slowness of cash demand. 

Incoming supplies of wheat at Min- 
neapolis and Duluth were reported at 
nearly equalling in volume the totals of 
a year ago.

U. S. WEEKLY BULLETIN 
FOR THE COTTON BELT 


Washington, September 19.—The 
weather was too cool over most of the 
cotton region for the best develop- 
ment of the crop, and excessive rains 
fell in eastern North Carolina, and 
heavy rains fell in a few places in the 
Mississippi valley. Conditions were 
favorable for picking cotton except 
where heavy showers occurred and 
work progressed rapidly in the south. 
Bolls are opening slowly over north- 
ern portion of the cotton area, due to 
cold weather. Top crop prospects are 
reported poor in parts of Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Oklahoma: Some shedding 
and boll weevil. damage reported. 

The government bulletin, jgpued to- 
day, says: 

“The temperature averaged consid- 
erably below the normal in all central 
and eastern cotton districts, and was 
over six degrees a day below the nor- 
mal in most of North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, southeastern Ala- 
bama and northern Florida. It was 
slightly warmer than the normal in 
west-central Texas. 

“Rainfall occurred in Texas at two- 
fifths of the reporting stations, but it 
was mostly light and was confined to 
the north-central and coast counties. 
The fall was mostly light in other 
sections, except heavy at a few points 
in southeastern Louisiana, northern 
Mississippi and eastern North Caro- 
lina. On the coastal plains of North 
Carolina the rainfall was excessive on 
the fourteenth and fifteenth, where 
considerable damage was done by 
flooding; from four to eight inches fell 
over considerable areas. 

“Except where the rainfall was 
heavy, the weather conditions during 
the week were generally favorable for 
picking cotton, although’ the bolle 
were opening slowly in the northern 
tier of states, due to cool weather. 

“Picking was nearly completed in 
southern and central Texas, and pro- 
gressing rapidly in northern counties; 
cotton is late in the northern portion 
of that state, but is still promising. 
The crop deteriorated rapidly In south- 
ern and eastern Arkansas, and much 
shedding was reported. 

“In Tennessee cotton needs warm 
weather and is reported to be from 
two to three weeks late, although the 
prospects continue rood generally; 
picking was just beginning. Low tem- 
peratures retarded the development of 
the crop in North Carolina and there 
were complaints of deterioration; pick- 
ing was started in the southern coun- 
but was delgyed in the eastern 
sections of that state. This crop con- 
tinues to rust: and shed in South 
(‘arolina, where the bolls were open- 
ing slowly and picking was slackened. 
Picking and ginning made good prog- 
in most of (reoreia, Alabama, 
Mississippi and l.ouisiana., 

“The top crop prospect is reported 
to be poor in Georgia, Alabama and 
Oklahoma Boll weevil damage was 
continuing in Alabama, Mississippi, 
Arkansas and Oklahoma.”
